of Desperadoes Terrorize Cattlemen.

"You 


. I'll get 
you! and 
you too!'' The speaker, just releas- 
ed' on bail under a charge of mur- 
der, advancod to Earl 
Hart, 
who 
was guarded by Lakin 
B. Ireland, 
and Frank

Mountain Detective agency. 
Filly men, members of an 
alleg-e- d 
organization, 
known 
as the 
Rock 
Creek association, 
surged 
about tho officers 
and 
their 
pris 
oners. 
There 
was 
an

rustic of rovolvers being loosened 
on their 
holsters 
and 
cries of 
angry 
men: 
"Take 
him away:" 
"Kill them," 
Ireland 
and Hyatt 
covered 
tho 
mob 
with 
gleaming 
guns. 
"You can't havo 
him 
while 
we 
live" shouted the officers nnd while 
Ireland 
covered 
tho 
mob, Hyatt 
led 
the 
prisoner 
to a place of 
safety. 
This 
is 
not 
a 
chapter 
from 
"Hands Up." It is the chronicle of 
an episode in tho peaceful valleys 
of ono of Colorado's 
prosperous 
cattlo districts. 
According 
to tho officers 
who 
havo been working on thoFallegos 
murder 
in 
C nejos county, 
the 
Rock t reek association 
is 
an 
or- 
ganization whoso object is to keep 
tho 
largo cattlo 
owneis 
off the 
range. 
In carrying 
out their ob 
ject tho association, 
according 
to 
the confession 
ot a member, docs 
not hesitato at murder 
when it be- 
comes 
necessary. 
Tho 
ordinary 
method used 
in intimidating 
the 
largo cattlo ownors 
is to get 
to- 
gether a body of membors of the 
assoc ation, mask them and 
then 
ride out on tho range, capturo 
the 
herders 
of 
tho opposition 
and 
horsewhip them until they promise 
to leave this range. 
If they 
aro 
recognized 
by their victims 
and 
warrants aro sworn out, members 
of the association aro a ways ready 
to swear to alibis showing that the 
man accused was fifty 
miles 
away 
at the timo the deed was 
commit- 
ted. 


The Judge's

Representative Roberts, of Mass. 
tells this 
story 
of 
the father 
of 
Representative 
Barlett,

"In a murder trial he came

charge to the jury

hack there in anger, 
and how

dtew the pistol forth.

was il 
lustratiug 
by vigorous 
gestures,

charge, as Judge 
Barlett put his 
baud hack to his hip pocket by way 
of demonstration, a pistol dropped 
therefrom 
aud fell 
with a thump 
upon the floor. 
The scone 
iu the 
court room can be imagined. 'There 
was a 
stillness, 
while the judge 
flushed with ombairassment. 
'Mr. 
Clerk,' he exclaimed, as soon as he 
had recovered, 
'put mc down 
on 
tbo book as fined $50 for carrying 
a weapon.' "

A 
scorching 
wind of a 
most 
peculiar nature 
blew 
over Atchi 
son and Nodaway counties in Mis 
souri, and Pago county, Iowm, 
lust 
Sunday between 
midnight 
and 2 
o'clock. 
Clarinda, Iowa, is tho first town 
that can bo f uind which was struck 
by the hot wind. 
It came 
up in a 
perfect gale, hot from the first, and 
continued 
for 
about 
twenty 
minutes as though it were blowing 
straight off an immense firo 
Peoplo were aroused and fright 
ened with the thought 
th.it their 
dwellings were in flames and when 
that was found to not bo tho cause 
their 
fright 
gave 
way in 
many 
cases to terror of a different nature 
because they could not determine 
what was tho cause of tho pheno- 
menon. 
From Clarinda 
nothing 
can 
he 
learned of tho wind until it struck 
Burlington 
Junction, 
Missouri, 
where tho people 
were aroused as 
thoy bad been at Clarinda. 
From 
there it 
evidently 
zigzagged 
in 
course across tho country, 
for no 
other towns can he heard of that it 
struck until 
it camo 
to 
Fairfax, 
Missouri, about 
twenty five miles 
southwest of Burlington Junction 
Hero it blow 
shortly 
before 
2 
o'clock; 
then 
went 
d iwn 
after 
about 
twenty 
minutes. 
From 
Fail fax it camo back to tho 
smith 
and east, 
and struck 
Skidm ire 
after 2 o'clock 
Here it seems, to 
have been hotter than at any other 
place. 
All tho people" of tho town 
were aroused and many 
of them 
fled to their caves. 
Tho 
heat 
was 
of a peculiarly 
stifling nature, and those who were 
in it 
complained of their 
throats 
being almost 
parched. 
At 
M ait-lan- 
seven 
miles

of Skid 
more, there was a heavy gale, but 
no heat, and at Maryville, 
fifteen 
miles northeast 
of Skidmore, the 
same conditions 
prevailed us did 
at Maitlahd, 
the air 
being 
even 
cooler than 
the normal 
tempera- 
ture.

Foit Hall Indian 
reservation,

thrown 
open 
for 
settlement 
at noon today 
Exa'ctly 
on 
tho 
hour of 
noon 
nearly 2,u00 peoplo, old men, boys 
and Indians, who had bee 
waiting 
eagerly, some of them weeks, lor 
the opening 
of 
the reservation, 
rushed across the line in a 
wild 
scramble 
for 
land 
and 
mining 
claims. 
Kvery conceivable kind of trans- 
portation was used. 
Many had ar-

For many years 
thero has been 
an agitation 
of the 
question 
of 
county lemoval in Giaham county 
Tho old county 
seat law was prac- 
tically 
prohibitive 
of county scat 
removal in Arizona. 
At the last 
session of tho legislature 
the 
law 
was amended, at tho 
request 
of 
tho 
Graham 
county 
delegation, 
presumably in 
tho 
inteiest of S.tf-for- 
in 
tho Gila valley, 
but now 
claimed by tho 
Copper Era to have 
been 
in tho 
intcie&t 
of 
Clifton. 
However, one of tho provisions oi 
the old law must 
havo been 
over- 
looked, tho ono requiting that 
he-for- e 
an election 
could 
bo held for 
the removal of a county scat 
in 
any' county in Arizona, a petition 
shall bo filed with tho board of su- 
pervisors, asking that 
an election 
bo called. 
Tho law says that this 
petition shall be signed 
by 
ono 
fouith oftho qualified voters of the 
county, rtpresentitu 
ono-thir- d 
of 
the assessed valuation as represent- 
ed on tax 
roll of 
previous year. 
It is claimed by thoso who prefer 
that tbo county 
seat of Graham 
county shall romain where it is, at 
Solomonville, that tho term "quali 
fied voters" 
removes 
fiom 
the 
"qualified" 
list 
all 
corporations 
and 
If this is a cor- 
rect inteiprotation 
of the law, then 
neithor Saflofd'or 
Clifton 
could 
fill tho required petition us a sound 
basis for an order for a county seat 
election. 
However, tho agitation 
of countj' seat removal in Graham 
county 
for years, 
has greatly 
re- 
tarded the growth of Solomonville, 
and it would 
bo 
hotter for that 
town if tho question could eouio to 
a vote and bo definitely sottlod. 
Bisbeo Revitw. 
Tho editor of tho Jievinn takes a 
sensible v.ow of tho removal 
mat- 
ter: 
It would 
bo 
better 
for that 
town as well as all others aspiring 
to bo tho county seat, if the matter 
can bo brought up at an early date 
and definitely settled. 
This result 
tho people of Safford 
aro making 
an effort to bring about; and in do- 
ing so, tbey are not rctarted, nor 
their 
ardor 
dampened, 
by tho 
efforts of tho Copper Era of Clifton 
to discourauo tbo movement. 
The 
i?ra assumes that tbo law will not 
permit corporations, 
to list their 
property 
in favor of. submitting 
tho question 
of 
removal 
to tbo 
people, and reasons therefr 
m that 
o.suiliciopt .amount 
of assessment 
cannot bo obtainod. 
Tbo Era in 
its evident opposition 
to 
Safford, 
construos tho removal law by only 
one. and that tbo most stringent, 
oJb.o rules 
for construing 
a law 
and dotormining its truo meaning, 
to wit: 
"Tbolottor of tho law." 
But, there happens to bo another 
rulo by which 
this law may 
bo 
construed, ono that smooths down 
and takes away tho ruggednossand 
harshness of tbo rulo by which tho 
Era coDEtruc6 it, and that is tho 
"spirit and reason of tbo law," and 
this is tho opo that courts of equity 
follow most carefully in construing 
a law; 
doing 
so with a view 
to 
reaching its truo intent and 
moan 
ing, 
and 
of 
doiug 
"substantial 
justieo.-"- - 
' 
If tbo Era will look at, roacj and 
consider 
tho 
removal 
law, and 
reach tho truo intont of the 
legis- 
lature in passing it, and appjy 
thp 
rules of oquity in ite effort? to 
its truo moaning, it will 


find that tho 
scare-cro- 
that it 
ts 
to hold 
beforo 
tho people 
of SaiTord to pi event their 
bring- 
ing the matter to issue this fall, 
is 
not 
of fair and gaudy 
plumage, 
and does not occupy a veiy high 
perch. 
Tho law simply say's and means 
that there shall bo upon tho 
peti 
tion names of legal votcis equal in 
number to 
one-fourt- 
of tho num 
ber at the last 
registration, 
and 
shall havo represented upon it tax 
able property equal 
in amount to 


one-thir- d 
of tho assessed valuation 
of tho

'1 ho law in this respect is tho same 
as tho old law; :md, under tho old 
law several 
county 
scat 
contests 
havo occurred, and this question is 
raised for tho first time 
We think 
that tho Era by a little careful 
to tho proper

ablo to see wherein it is mistaken; 
and will, with its usual independ- 
ence, say so.
